papers, the ultimate purchaser’s tax 
is really almost a tax on luxuries 
owing to the long list of exemptions 
that are provided for. There is an 
increase in the income tax but over 
against that the wild land tax and 
the supplementary revenue tax have 
been abolished.

: as Parl Beatty, Viscount Borodale 


and Baron Beatty of the North Sea 
and of Brooksby (county Leicester) 
—was born Jan. 17, 1871, and was 
the second son of David Longfield 
Beatty of Borodale, County Wex- 
ford. 

He entered the navy as a cadet 
on the famous training ship Britan- 
nia in 1884, when he was only 13, 
and in. 1892 became lieutenant. In 
most of Britain’s “little wars” of 
that period he played a worthy part. 

He commanded one of the flotillas 
of gunboats which accompanied 
Lord Kitchener's advance up the 
Nile in the Sudan campaign of 1896- 
8. His gallantry and good leadership 
earned him the rank of commander 
and the D.S.O. Two years later he 
was in the Barfleur on the China 
station when the Boxer rising took 
place. He was twice wounded in 
leading a successful attack on two 
Chinese batteries when the British 
naval forces made their first efforts 
to relieve the besieged legations in 
Peking (now Peiping). At 29, when 
most officers consider themselves 
fortunate if they have obtained com- 
mander’s rank, he was captain. A 
long break then occurred in his ac- 
tive service record, 

In May, 1901, he married Ethel, 
daughter of Marshal Field, of Chi- 
cago, and was no longer dependent 
upon his profession. In the navy it 
was believed that having been pro- 
moted rear-admiral before he was 40 
he would not be employed as a flag 
officer. Winston Churchill went to 
the admiralty in 1911, however, and. 
his estimate of Beatty's qualities led 
him to secure Beatty as his naval 
secretary. , 

In 1913 Beatty was given com- 
mand of the first battle cruiser 
squadron, that new combination of 
high speed with tremendous hitting 
power of which so much was ex- 
pected in the event of war. In 1914, 
therefore, at the outbreak of hos- 
tilities Beatty was occupying a posi- 
tiorl second only to that of the com- 
mander-in-chief of the Grand Fleet. 

Before the war was a month old 
he made his dashing and successful 
operation into the Heligoland Bight, 
where he sank three cruisers and

Pottery Clays In Canada 


Fireclay Deposits Found In All But 
Two Provinces 

Pottery clays are not widely dis- 
tributed in Canada, states the De- 
partment of Mines, but there are a 
number of deposits of importance, 
particularly of china clay, in Quebec 
and British Columbia; of ball . clay, 
used in the compounding of porce- 
lain, in Saskatchewan; and of stone- 
ware and earthenware clays in 
Nova Scotia, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta. With the exception of Prince 
Edward Island, and Manitoba, all the 
provinces of Canada are known to 
possess deposits of fireclay. Sewer 
pipe clays occur in Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick, Ontario, Saskatche- 
wan, Alberta and British Columbia.

The port of Churchill.and the pos- 
sibilities of western Canada’s most 
direct sea route to Europe are dealt

In dealing with the Hudson Bay 
route it is pointed out that in the 
distance to Liverpool, the and haul 
is shorter to Churchill than to the 
head of the lakes from most parts 
right across the northern part of 
Saskatchewan.

Canada his made no commitments 
whatever with regard to empire de- 
fence or any other military activi- 
ties, Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King told the House of Commons in 
answer to a question ftom J. 8. 
Woodsworth (C.C.F., Winnipeg North 
Centre). | 

Mr. King said he received from 
Hon. Vincent Massey, high comimis- 
sioner in London, the tekt of the 
statement .made. in the British 
House of Commons by Rt, Hon. J. 
H. Thomas, secretary for the col- 
onies. Mr, Thomas dealt with the 
conference of Dominion premiers in 
London last May and the position of 
the Dominions in the league. 

Defence matters had been dis- 
cussed when the premiers were in 
London for King George's jubilee. 
With respect to that, former Prime 
Minister Bennett had said no under- 
takings had’ been asked or given. 
Mr. King said he could say the same 
thing about communications passed 
between the governments of Canada 
and the United Kingdom since the 
Liberals came into office. 

It should be understood, said Mr. 
King, that Canada as a member of 
the league took responsibility only 
for those steps which had been taken 
by Canada on its own behalf. 


Liberty Worth Preserving 


Message Of King Edward To House 
Of Commons 

Under a constitutional monarchy, 
the communications of sovereigns 
are not generally regarded as im- 
portant State papers. Some of them 
are written for the King by his 
Ministers and those of his own com- 
position are conventional in form 
and matter. 

In view of the state of freedom 
throughout the world, however, it is 
refreshing to note that ‘King Ed- 
ward VIII. of Great Britain included 
in his acknowledgment of a message 
of sympathy from the House of 
Commons the statement that it 
would be “the first object of my life 
to maintain the liberties of my peo- 
ple and to promote the welfare of 
all classes of my subjects.” 

Dismiss it if you like, as a mere 


convention. The fact. remains that 
it. is still conventional’ for British 
sovereigns to mention liberty as 


something worth preserving and not 
to be ignored or dismissed as an 
obsolete fetish, designed to retard 
the solution of economic duties. With 
such conventi6ns it would be foolish 
to quarrel while the world is reeling 
from the assault of leaders who 
laugh at liberty and insist on a 
tyranny which they seductively label 
“leadership.”—Baltimore Sun. 


New Insulin Most Effective 


Can Be Administered In Fewer And 
Smaller Doses 

A new insulin which promises to 

make the lives of sufferers from dia- 


betes more nearly normal was an- | 
nounced for the first time by the 


Department of Internal Medicine of 
Harper Hospital, Detroit, before the 
annual meeting of the American 
College of Physicians at Detroit. 

The new preparation is a crystal- 
line form of insulin, the first to make 
it possible for physicians to give the 
drug at a rate approximating the 
natural secretion of it from the 
pancreas. 

It lowers the blood sugar content 
more gradually than old insulin, the 
Harper Hospital physicians declared, 
and maintains the lower content for 
a longer time. It is also absorbed 
more slowly and therefore has an 
action on the body similar to natural 
insulin. 

Experience with it to date shows 
that smaller doses of the crystal- 
line product are needed, and the 
patient can be controlled with fewer 
It was emphasized that it is 
entirely different from  protomine 
insulin, another new insulin product 
announced recently, and said to be 
an improvement on the original in- 
sulin treatment discovered many 
years ago by Sir Frederick Banting

It was stated during the week once 
more by members of the cabinet that 
the government will redeem provin- 
cial savings certificates in needy 
cases, “if they are not too high.” 
Hon. E. C. Manning made the state- 
ment that the government will make 
every effort to redeem all certificates 
as quickly as possible. Payment on 
these certificates was suspended by 
the U.F.A. government before it left 
office last August. 


The right of farmers who are in 
difficulties to apply to the Debt 
Adjustment Board for assistance in 
effecting adjustments of liabilities 
was not disturbed in the bill passed 
by the legislature to repeal the Agri- 
cultiral Stabilization Act. Under this 
act it will be the duty of the board 
to assist every resident farmer who 
makes such request for aid in mak- 
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At the last minute before proro- 
gation d change was made in the 
new provincial act ee for 
ee refundin ge he a 
ince’s public debt. 
made it possible for the debt to be 
refnded in part or as a whole and 
for the bill to be proclaimed: either 
part or in whole. 

Premier Aberhart stated thi week 
that the treasury department is. now 
working on plans for refunding the 
province’s debt within 90 days, but 
no definite announcement is likely 
to be made yet. 

“Many of the bond and debenture 
issues now outstanding call for pay- 
ment of interest during the next 
three months,” the premier said, 
“and we want to arrange refunding 
of cach issue on its interest date.” 

Liberal quarters are considering 
seriously the selection of a member 
to succeed Mr. Justice Howson, who 
resigned his seat in the legislature 
on being elevated tg the bench. So 
far several names have been men- 
tioned prominently, R, C, Marshall 
and E. C. Fisher, Dr. Walter Morrish, 
Mrs. Marion Conroy, S. Staveley 
Kerr, Lieut.-Col. G. B. McLeod, J. C. 
McDonald, K.C.; H. H. Parlee, K.C., 
and Nelles V. Bughqnan are among 
the number. 

Conservatives will not place a can- 
didate in the field unless there is an 
open fight, with ether parties run- 
ning candidates, Should the Lib- 
erals be granted an acclamation for 
the seat, there will be no effort to 
prevent it by his party, D. M. Duggan 
stated. 

Prorogation of Legislature 

Tuesday morning, April 7, the first 
session of Alberta’s eighth legisla- 
ture was prorogued by’ His Honor 
W. L. Walsh, Lieutenant-Governor 
of the province, with due ceremony. 
There was none of the picturesque 
display seen at the opening cere- 
monies, however, and the proroga- 
tion came after a merning of almost 
feverish haste in getting the business 
of the House put. through in tine. 

On bill, an act to empower certain 
cities in Alberta to refund their 
debts at lower rates of interest, was 
allowed to die on the order sheet 


~ and never came before the members. 


Altogether 114 bills were introduced 
and 108 of them became law during 
the nine weeks’ session. 

The session set a record in many 
ways. It was a one-sided House, 
with only.seven members. sitting in 
opposition, all the rest of the 63 
being members of the government 
party. There were only two night 
sittings during the session and lesz 
meetings of standing committees 
than usual; and the legislature for 
the first few weeks proceeded in. a 


j leisurely manner, taking a ten-min- 


ute recess each afternoon and time 


to thoroughly debate every bill pre- } 


sented. 

Outstanding in ‘the legislation 
passed was the Social Credit bill, 
enabling the government to proceed 
with an investigation of a plan of 
Social Credit and to put in opera- 
tion such a plan; codes legislation 
leading up to the “just price” of the 
government’s platform, the recall 
bill, opinions of its workability dif- 
fering, and the refunding bill to 
place the province’s debt on a lower 
rate basis. 

Perhaps few legislatures in recent 
times have placed such a string of 
radical and important legislation on 
the statutes at one session. 

During the session, the dramatic 
episode between Major C. H. Douglas 
and Premier Aberhart held a promi- 
nent place in the minds of the mem- 
bers, and the final breaking was felt 


to have cleared the air. It was a 
striking session, with plenty of 
world-wide interest shown in_ its 
doings.

Of the hund®ed and two bills 
passed, I shall refer 
and to them very briefly. 

1. Qualification of Tradesmen-

2. The Codes—-This legislation 
with arbitrary fixing of prices and 
additional Government interference 
im the details of business attracted 
much attention and was very fully 
discussed.

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What About State Medicine? 


State medicine as.a solution of the “cost ofvhealth” problem is a sub- 
fect very much in the air in the Western Canadian provinces just now and 
judging from cumulative public demands it is only a question of time and 
probably a very short time before state medicine or public health insurance, 
in whole or in part, will be in effect generally in the west. 

It is perhaps not surprising that the public mind is rapidly crystalliz- 
ing in this direction. A number of factors are responsible for this, One 
of them, is the much publicized depression of the: past few years. During 
this period local. governments have found it necessary to provide medical 
and hospital care for a large number of relief recipients and, of course, the 
eost has had to be passed on to the taxpayers. 

In addition tu. that, very many of these taxpayers have during the past 
few years found it increasingly difficult to keep pace with growing tax bills 
and at the same time stand the expense of hospital and medical bills for them- 
selves and other members of their families, for they have found that medi- 
cal and hospitalization expenses have not declined in proportion to théir 
own. incomes. 

Further than that all classes of the community are demanding a high 
standard of medical and hospital service. The hospitals that are best en- 
deavoring to cater to this demand find that. they cannot continue to oper- 
ate at much less than pre-depression costs because of the difficulty of col- 
lecting accounts and the doctors declare that they cannot afford to reduce 
their fees to a scale commensurate to the pocketbooks of their clients be- 
Cause they, too, find the percentage of accounts they can collect from pay- 
ing patients diminishing. 

With this situation staring them in the face people generally are turn- 
ing in the direction of state medicine as a way around these difficulties and 
the move is receiving support from at least some of the members of the 
medical profession. 

The question, however, is a big one and bristles. with many features 
Which deserve full consideration before the plunge is made... While state 
medicine undoubtedly offers advantages there are some phases which should 
be dissected with care. 

Not the least of these is the question of cost and how it is to be dis- 
tributed. In other. werds who is to provide the means and from what 
sources.'\\ It would also be the part of wisdom to ascertain with reasonable 
certainty that the advantages which the most enthusiastic advocates of 
state medicine claim for it can be realized in full degree before a complete 
schéme is: made operative and whether“the benefits are likely to be com- 
mensurate with the cost. 

British Columbia and Alberta governments are both discussing health 
insufance schemes of more or less provincial scope and cnnsiderable pres- 
sure is being brought on the Saskatchewan government to adopt a scheme 
with prospects that before the legislature now in session adjourns, some 
consideration will be given to public demands. 

The British Columbia plan makes provision for partial medical, hos- 
pital and dental services for certain specified classes of the community. 
Yet the total outlay is estimated at $7,287,500 a year or $12.50 per person, 
The amount to be contributed by the provincial government is limited, 
which may result in curtailment of the benefits and hospital service ig 
limited to 21 days. 

The Alberta Health Insurance Act, passed by the former legislature, 
but not yet brought into operation by proclamation, is based on the local 
option principle. In other words it can be brought into effect in any dis- 
trict in which the majority of the electors so decree by vote. 

The Alberta measure provides for full medical, dental, hospital and 
nursing services without some of the limitations prescribed in the B.C, plan, 
but the total estimated expenditure is $14.50 per person per annum, of 
ee hoes district would contribute by local taxation $11.28 and the prov- 

ce $3.22, 

Varying estimates have been made of the cost of a full scheme for 
Saskatchewan ranging from $8,305,000 to $6,786,000 for a service ex- 
clusively for farmers and members of their families, the latter figure being

With these figures in mind and remembering the depleted state of pro- 
vincial and municipal treasuries and the difficulty of collecting taxes under 
conditions which have existed in recent years it would appear reasonable 
to suppose that no complete scheme could be financially successful with- 
out some assistance from the Federal government or unless some other 
source of revenue than the land within the province adopting such measure 
can be found. 

Taking all circumstances into consideration it might be. wise, if the 
adventure is to be made, to try it out on an experimental basis, either by 
applying a complete scheme to a group of municipalities or district with 
the provincial government guaranteeing a deficit or by applying a partial 
service to an.entire province. A test on some such basis would yield prac- 
tical information as to when and how far further extensions could safely 
be made.

Stamp Must Be Requested 


If. Properly Tagged Return Poultry 
Crates Not Dutiable 

With regard to the export of live 
poultry from Canada to the United 
States, there is no duty charged on 
properly marked return crates, but 
a duty of 30 cents per crate is 
charged Canadian shippers on the 
return of their crates into Canada, 
unless,” prior to shipping the poultry 
to the United States, the Canadian 
shipper has the ‘crates properly 
tagged by a Canadian Customs 
official as being of Canadian manu- 
facture.

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. Diamonds, once regarted merely 
as glittering gems for the adorn- 
ment of feminine beauty, and covet- 
ed for their value, are now playing 
a prominent part in industry. 
To-day there ate far more dia- 
monds used for industrial purposes 
than as gems,- But, as hardness 


~ alone is needed for industry and not 


color and -water, their value is less 
than those used for adornment, 

Industrial. diamonds cost from £2 
to £5 a carat. A flawless gem may 
realize £100 a carat. 

The grading, preparing, and sale 
of industrial diamonds is another 
industry which has become pre- 
dominantly British, 

London is now the centre of the 
trade, practically 98 per cent. of the 
world’s production of industrial dia- 
monds being dealt with within a few 
hundred yards of Hatton Garden. 

Where once Amsterdam and Ant- 
werp were the world centres of the 
diamond trade, London now reigns 
supreme, Amsterdam and Antwerp 
still do most of the diamond cutting 
and polishing, but the stones come 
from the London market. 

Practically every industry now 
uses diarnonds in one or more of its 
processes. 

And it is diamonds, used for cut- 
ting the hardest of metals with ex- 
treme accuracy, and for sharpening 
and truing modern machining and 
grinding tools, that have in great 
part enabled mass production with 
its greater rapidity and lower costs, 
to be brought into operation. 

Industrial diamonds play their 
part in producing pipe-stems, elec- 
tric light ‘filaments, cutting and 
shaping stone, marble, and granite 
in a fraction of the time previously 
occupied, and in boring for coal and 
oil. 

Scientists and engineers in recent 
years have increased the hardness 
of métals so much, particularly for 
tool steel, that it has been found 
extremely difficult to get metal tools 
to work them. 

When it was found that diamond 
pointed tools would cut them like 
cheese, diamonds became in greater 
demand. 

Rock drilling has been speeded up 
so tremendously by the diamond that 
the diamond-faced borers now used 
will cut through 18 inches of the 
hardest granite in an hour, even at 
a depth of 2,000 feet in the ground. 
- “From the turning of vulcanite 
pipe-stems to the making of motor 
cars, ,there..is.hardly an- industry 
which does not use diamonds in 
some form or other,” Mr, White, of 
the Diamond Development ‘Company, 
said. 

“All the big dealers in diamonds 
are now in London, and it is from 
here that they are sent all over the 
world. There is also a rapidly grow- 
ing industry in this country in the 
manufacture of diamond-faced tools 
for all kinds of purposes. 

“guch things as motor car pis- 
tons,are now machined with dia- 
mond-edged tools, which give very 
great accuracy and a much smoother 
finish than can be obtained in any 
other way. 

“Electric light filaments, which 
are made from very hard wire, are 
drawn through a diamond in which 
a hole }as been bored. Extreme ac- 
curacy is necessary in this process, 
so ‘that the very fine wire shall al- 
ways be of the same thickness. 
““When metal dies were used the 
hole gradually got larger, altering 
the thickness of the wire and chang- 
ing the voltage it would stand, but 
many tons of wire can be drawn 
through a diamond without the hole 
changing in size at all. 

‘From being purely a luxury 
article diamonds have during the 
last few years become an almost in- 
dispensable article in all kinds of 
industrial processes, and the demand 
for them is increasing every year as 
new uses for them are discovered. 
Fortunately the output has increased 
in step with the demand.”

A Very Usefal Organ 


Many Ailments Warded Off By Nose 
States Doctor 

The following interesting article is 
by Jas. W. Barton, M.D.: It is said 
that the farther north one travels 
the larger will the noses of the in- 
habitants be found. 

During cool or cold weather, 
which together make up a consider- 
able part of the year in the northern 
climate it is out of the question to 
breathe unwarmed air. Our lungs 
would soon pain us to an unbearable 
extent. Strenuous exertise in cold 
weather brings a sharp pain stab- 
bing the lungs as the air is drawn 
in, part through the mouth, to meet 
the great demand of the lungs for 
air. Because of these conditions na- 
tives of colder climates are equipped 
with long noses as compared with 
short noses of natives of warmer 
climates where nature partially pre- 
pares the air for human use. Resi- 
dents of a cool climate require plenty 
of radiator space within their noses.” 

I am quoting Fassett Edwards in 
an article on The Nose in Hygeia. 

However, air needs more than 
warming before it enters the lungs. 
Some of the dust of the air should 
be removed by the tiny hairs inside 
the nose, the air must be moistened, 
and what is even more important, 
various infectious ailments are pre- 
vented if the moist mucous lining of 
the nose is in a healthy condition. 

There was a time when the most 
important consideration was the 
amount of air that entered the lungs 
through the nose. If the middle 
partition of the nose (the septum) 
was bent an attempt was made by 
surgery to straighten it. And if the 
bony processes on either side of the 
nose were. very large and obstruc- 
tive, the removal of a part of these 
bones was done by a surgical opera- 
tion. : 

To-day it is felt that in a number 
of cases this enlarged bone may have 
to be removed, but the operations 
are not as frequent now and every 
care is taken to preserve as much 
of the mucous lining of the nose as 
possible. This mucous lining is so 
powerful in warding off the ailments 
that come by: way of the air—chil- 
dren’s diseases, tuberculosis and 
others—that after battling harmful 
organisms successfully it is ready to 
do so again within five or ten min- 
utes. 

The nose is a useful organ aside 
from the above as taste is felt to 
be at least three-quarters smell. An 
inflamed nose from a cold makes 
food almost tasteless. 


Making Underground Quiet 


London Tries Track Welding To Cut 
Train Nbdise 


Quieter operation is coming to the 

many miles of railway that burrow 
beneath London. 
' It is hoped to start silencing 
large sections of the track during 
1936. The London Passenger Trans- 
port Board plans to make the un- 
derground railways of London as 
silent as surface travel. Engineers 
have proved that this is possible. 
Six months of trial of silencing 
methods in half a mile of busy tun- 
nel near the centre of London came 
to an end in March. 

“The experiments we have been 
conducting between the Leicester 
Square and Goodge Street stations 
have been very encouraging,” a Lon- 
don Transport official said. “‘We have 
eliminated the rattles and bumps of 
the wheéls, and most of the mechani- 
cal noises, intensified in such nar- 
row tunnels, are now absorbed by 
the walls and not thrown back into 
the carriages.” 

Along the two niles of track over 
which the experiments are being 
conducted the rails have been welded 


together, so that there are no joints| 


to cause thumping noises as the 
wheels pass over them. The welding 
will, it is said, reduce wear and tear 
of the rails and wheels. Engineer- 
ing difficulties are increased, how- 
ever, in case of a breakdown or fail- 
ure of any section of line, when the 
rails have to be unwelded. 

Along the walls of the tunnel, at 
carriage window level, asbestos 
skirting has been put up. This skirt- 
ing absorbs noises which were pre- 
viously reflected by the curved sides 
of the tunnel. 

Passengers riding in trains which 
pass the experimental section of the 
tunnel have expressed astonishment 
| at the degree of silence obtained.

Although modern day film has 
simplified snapshooting and allows 
for a certain amount of variation in 
shutter speed and lens aperture, 
some owners of new cameras seem 
to be having a little trouble in get- 
ting properly exposed snapshots.

Melbourne, Australia, is contem- 
plating a little sadly the vanishing 
of a familiar figure—the Chinese | 
market gardener. In ten years the 
number who held stands at the Vic- 
toria market has decreased by 25 
per cent., and before very long, 80| 
the experts say, there may be no 
more.

The bills themselves tell 4 roman- 
tic story of Canadian pioneer busi- 
Engraved on the 
face of the ‘$10" is a representation 


| of a railroad crain, presumably the 


first railway in Canada, which began 
operations between Laprairie and St. 
Johns, Que., in 1836, two years be- 
fore the bills were issued. By a 
coincidence, The Royal Bank of 
Canada this year has issued a calen- 
dar depicting the opening of this 
same railroad. 

It is interesting to note, too, that 
the bills are printed in a polyglot of 
English, French and Spanish. The 
one dollar bill is engraved in 
French, English and a combination 
of French and Spanish, for the 
word “dollar” is translated on the 
opposite side into “une piastre.”’ The 
use of the word “piastre” and its 
existence in financial parlance 100 
years ago arose from the active 
trade which had grown up between 
Canada and the Caribbean. 

Halifax and other Maritime mer- 
chants of 1838 were already familiar 
with this term through their deal- 
ings with many Spanish business 
men trading in the Maritime ports. 
Spanish currency was then common 
in Canada, particularly in the East 
and “piastres” were generally accept- 
ed as the equivalent of dollars. It is 
from this same term that our com- 
mon expressions “two bits’ and 


| “four bits” originated; for the “pias- 


tre” was divided into eight equal 
parts, the “pieces of eight” of pirate 
fiction, each piece being a “bit’: 
thus “two bits’’ became a quarter or 
25c, four bits, 50c, and so on. 

Other details of the old bills bring 
to light other unusual facts con- 
cerning the trading and financial 
practices of the early days. At that 
time there was no legal currency 
in Canada. Groups of men organ- 
ized themselves from time to time 
into local banks and issued bills to 
facilitate business dealings. Fre- 
quently the bills were issued payable 
to some stated individual, or 
“pearer”. Thus, one of the $5 bills 
of the 1838 issue reads: “Union 
Bank pay on demand $5 to R. Har- 
vey or bearer’, Mr. Harvey's name 
being written in by the bank. 

This story, unfortunately, has a 
sad ending, at least for the people 
who have presented these old bills 
for redemption. Little is known to- 
day of the Union Bank of Montreal. 
“The Union Bank of Lower Canada,” 
however, did exist and later became 
the Union Bank of Canada, which 
wag absorbed by The Royal Bank of 
Catetisind it is perhaps because of 
this circumstance and the confusion 
between the names of the two banks 
that these old bills have found their 
way to The Royal Bank of Mont- 
real. 

Saddest of all, the “Counterfeit 
Detector’, used by bankers as a book 
of reference, states in cold, unsenti- 
mental language: “Union Bank of 
Montreal: bank unknown and notes 
worthless.” 

But in this the “Counterfeit De- 
tector” is wrong. The bills are not 
worthless. People interested in old 
coins and bills value them at 10c 
each. Thus, by the passage of time, 
$140,00 becomes a mere $8.30.

Too Many Weeds 
In Western Barley 


Feed gr ades of western barley are 
considerably penalized in feeding 
value and in popularity with East- 
ern Canadian feeders because of the 
quantities of weed seeds and other 
extraneous material they contain, 
said Prof. E. W. Crampton, Profes- 
sor of Animal Nutrition, Macdon- 
ald College, Que., in an address he 
gave at the recent meeting of the 
National Barley Committee. Weeds 
in grain, he stated, can be removed 
comparatively easily by modern ma- 
chinery. 

Until some marked improvement 
is brought about in feeding grades 
of barley by way of reduction in the 
amoynts of ‘adulterants it is ques- 
tionable, said Prof. Crampton, if 
Western Canadian barley will be 
widely used in Eastern Canada. 

Other representatives of the Kast- 
ern provinces who were at the meet- 
ing spoke critically concerning the 
large weed-seed content of barley 
grown in the Prairie Provinces. 

J. E. McRostie, an official. of one 
of the leading Canadian milling com- 
panies, which handles large quan- 
tities of feed for livestock, stated 
that a one-pound sample taken _ rt- 
cently from a earload of No. 4 C.W. 
western barley shipped to Ontario
